Roxbury Community College will be able to move ahead with major renovation and modernization projects after receiving 
$20.7 million in bond funds from the Massachusetts Department of Capital Asset Management (DCAM). Roxbury Community 
College administrators announced earlier this month that the funds will be used in part to renovate space in existing buildings 
that will house the Life Sciences Institute. The proposed Institute will allow for further expansion of the College's life sciences 
curriculum, including partnerships with hospitals and biotech companies.
